Yes,  a  "no-fee"  permit  will  be  issued  to  the  contractor  performing  the  work  within  the  City  right-of-way.  The  contractor 
will  be  required  to  provide  a  copy  of  their  contractor's  license  (a  Class  A  license  is  required  to  woirk  within  the  City 
r/w) ,  their  insurance  certificates,  and  City  business  license. 

We  will  need  plans  indicating  the  location  of  work,  length  of  trench,  and  area  of  impact  to  the  City  r/w.  Electrical 
plans  are  typically  prepared  as  line  drawings  similar  in  nature  to  those  plans  preared  by  Edison.  If  you  do  not  have 
plans  prepared  to  this  technical  level,  you  can  provide  a  pdf  image  of  an  aerial  map  along  with  location  of  all  work. 
Please  keep  in  mind  that  all  trenches  excavated  within  the  City  r/w  are  required  to  be  prepared  per  Greenbook  standards, 
and  the  plans  should  have  a  note  to  that  effect.  Once  I  recieve  the  plans,  I  can  work  up  the  permit  application  for  you. 

Please  make  all  submittals  as  "hard  copies"  through  City  Hall,  unless  the  City  Manager  authorizes  electronic  submittals.
